totle tells us that dragons 70 cub its in 
length were often met with in the vicin­ 
ity of the (ranges. 
Reducing the cub it 
to feet, accord.ing to our mode of reck­ 
oning length, we find that these im ­ 
mense serpents were 35 yards in length. 
Alexander the G reat and his arm y en- 
couuteied one in a cav« - that m easured 
105 feet in length. An ancient work on 
serpents says; 
Three kinds o f dragons were form er­ 
ly recognized in India. 
First, those of 
the hills and m ountains; second, those 
of the valleys and eaves: third, those 
of the m arshes and fens. 
The first is 
tlie largest and is covered with scales 
as resplendent as b urnished gold. They 
have a kind of b eard hanging from 
their low er jaw, their asj» eet is fright 
fill and their efy terrib le, b eing a loud, 
hissing wail. 
They have crests of 
b right yellow, and protub erances on 
their heads w hich are tin* color of a 
b urning coal. 
Those of the Hat coun­ 
try are of the color of silver; they fre­ 
quent the rivers, to which the form er 
never come. 
Those of them arehes are 
b lack, slow of m otion and liave no 
crests. 
Strab o says the painting of ser­ 
pents w ith wings is contrary to truth, 
b ut other naturalists and 
travelers 
affirm tha t home sjjecies art? winged. 
There is m uch confusion on this 
point. 
Some have m istaken the hood 
of the n a ja for wings; others have con 
founded the innocent dragon lizard 
with Hying serpents and report, as Pliny 
does, tha t their b ite is venomous, wliieli 
is not true. 
At B atavia, Java, a serpent was once 
killed and the whole b ody of a negro 
woman and the carcass of a large stag 
found in its stom ach. 
Leguat says: 
“There are m any serpents on the island 
of Ja va tha t m easure more than fifty 
feet in length. 
At B atavia they still 
keep the skin of one which, though b ut 
tw enty feet in length, is said to have 
swallowed a young woman whole.” 
St. Jerom e says that all im mense scr- 
ptMits are eaJled b oas, b ecause they can 
swallow whole b oves (b eeves), m id lay 
utter waste to whole provinces. 
Bos­ 
nian says that three entire negroes were 
found in the gullet of an immense s<*r- 
I>cnt killoo on the gold coast of Africa. 
B ut Pliny caps the climax when ho tells 
of the serpent which opposed the Ro­ 
m an arm y, under llegulus, a t the river 
of B agrada, Africa. 
It devoured sev­ 
eral of the soldiers; its scales wen* so 
hard t ha t they turn ed spears and darts. 
At length it was b esieged b y all the 
military engines that w ould lx* em ploy­ 
ed iff attacking a fortified city. 
W hen 
killed the skin of the m onster was sent 
to Rome us a trophy to b e preserved in 
one of the hm pies. 
A fter drying sev- 
ral days in tiie hot clim ate of Africa 
it was sent to the Im perial City and 
was even then found to b e over 120 feet 
in length.

T h e earlier sow ings, w ith one ex cep tion 
the earliest, have un ifo rm ly given the 
best y ields. 
T ke y ield w as not m aterially 
affected by the length, p lum p ness, or by 
the w eight of the berry , or the w eig h t p er 
bushel. 
T h o se varieties w ith long, slen ­ 
der, lig h t berries and lig h t w eight p er 
bushel contained ap p reciably the largest 
p er cent, of kernel, 
in o th e r w ords, those 
varieties w hich w ould have sold best on 
th e m arket, or. w h at is less im p o rtan t, 
w ould have taken th e p rem ium at the 
fairs, did not y ield be tte r th an the o th e r 
varieties and did not have so high a food 
value.
